DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The claims appear to recite part of the human body in 
combination with the structure of the claimed invention, such as an arrangement of two or more 
implant arranged in succession in the jaw bone in claim 1 and the jaw bone has one or more 
recesses in claim 2. It has been held that a claim directed to or including within its scope, a 
human being will not be considered to be patentable subject matter under 35 USC 101. The 
grant of limited, but exclusive property right in a human being is prohibited by the Constitution. 
In re Wakefield, 422 F.2d 897, 164 USPQ 636 (CCPA 1970). Applicant needs to clearly state 
using inferential language that the human anatomy is not claimed. For examination purposes, the 
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claims will be considered as if such limitations involving the combination with a human were not 
present. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Essiger 

(7, 172,422). Essiger discloses an arrangement of two implants 4 comprising growth-stimulating 
substance (column 1 line 33) to form new bone around the implants, the implants arranged about 
its longitudinal axis into the bone. The arrangement includes strengthening element 1 of 
titanium plate (column 2 line 53) as a bridge connectable to the implants secured to the jaw bone 
by means of securing members of screws 10, and extend over the top of the jaw bone (figure 7). 
The strengthening element can be provided with arm-shaped members 24. Patentable weight is 
not given to the intended use of the arrangement; however, the implants are capable of being 
implanted in a stage with different degree of outer surface exposure.
